_ “One word more. The Monroe doctrine 
is the noblest national expression of an in- 
ternational principle of which history in- 
forms us. 
nor séek only to repel invasion, nor ask help 
of other nations, but it dedicates the 
strength of this powerful Nation itself to 
the survival of a great idea and to the suc- 
cor of such nations as are too:‘weak to pro- 
tect it.. This great policy is worthy the 
nations and was as incomparable with pre-

“This doctrine is adequate. I cannot see 
where one word. could be added to it or one 
expression taken away.

DR. HENRY W. ROGERS’ REMARKS, 
He Reviews the Monroe Doctrine and 
Stands Squarely by lt. 

Dr. Henry Wade Rogers spoke as follows:

‘ezuelan dispute. The boundary over which 
the quarrel h@gs arisen is an important mat- 
ter. The territory involved is 60,000 square 
miles, more than the area of Illinois or New 
York. England wants that territgry for 
the purpose of controlling the Orinoco River 
in the interest of commerce. 

“Is the Monroe doctrine applicable? That 
doctrine falls under three heads. It is con- 
tended by Mr. Smith, and those who think 
like him, the doctrire means we should 
merely protect our own territory. I do not. 
take such ground. Mr. Olney answered the 
territory question, when he asked . what 
difference it makes how or when the ter- 
ritory is acquired. ; 

“ Again, as to the overthrow or subversion 
of republican governments. Wehave never 
taken the position of opposing monarchical 
governments, and the Monroe doctrine does | 
not meana slap at monarchy. It means we 
shall suffer no interference to the detriment 
of republican institutions. 

“Tastly, as regards the oppression of a 
power like England. If taking away a repub- 
lic’s territory is not oppression, I do not 
know whatitis. We have ever opposed the 
colonization of Europé@an governments in 
America, and Mr. Olney is but following 


, precedent. 


‘*TIs that principle or precedent right? It 
has been said Canada and Nova Scotia 
should belong to us. That is right. We 
have been free from complications with Rus- 
sia becatise- we have not the necessity of 
trouble arising from Russia’s posses- 
sion of territory here. We have ever 
had “trouble with Great Britain, and 
the reason is that England Shas pos- 
sessions in this country. We _ will be 
liable to similar wrangles with other Eu- 
ropean ‘powers if we permit them to acquire 
new territory on this side the Atlantic. 

‘-Gredt Britain is reaching out into Africa 
and other countries because it wants to ac- 
quire and control trade, dnd it makes a 
great deal of difference for us if England is 
permitted to get a footing in America so as 
to affect commerce to our detriment. If we 
keep European powers: from this country we 
shall have an immunity from troublesqme 
complications that we could not expect 
otherwise. The Monroe doctrine is right in 
principle and we should stand by it.’’

The steamship George W. Clyde of the 
Clyde line was in collision with the Guyan- 
dotte of the Old Dominion line. The Guyar- 
dotte struck the Clyde on the port side, cut- 
ting a huge gash from rail almost to keel. 
Four passengers were on the Clyde. It was 
beached, full of water, on the Long Island 
shore. | 

The New. York of the American line went 
aground at dawn on East Bank, about three 
miies southwest of Sandy Hook. It was 
eight days out from Southampton; with 438 
squls aboard. A few hours before it struck 
the New York met the St. Paul of the same 
line, that was making its first voyage out

Many vessels, incoming and ‘outgoing, 
were hampvred by the fog: . 

4 ‘i Loss of the Ailsa. 

The Ailsa left‘its piér in this city at noon 
bound for Kingston, Jamaica. It was heav- 
ily laden with freight. A dense fog prevailed 
in the bay, and Capt. J. W. Morris, asa pre- 
caution against disaster, decided ‘to anchor 
his vessel.until the fog lifted. He came toa 
standstill about half a mile off the Fort 
Hamilton shore. 
both the whistle and the fog bell of the vessel] 
were kept going at short intervals as a 
warning. 

The passengers had just finished their din- 
ner when.the crash came. There was abso- 
lutely no warning. The big black hull of the 
French liner suddenly loomed up out of the 
mist and struck the anchored ship about 
forty feet from the bow on the port side. 

The greatest mths ard + prevailed among 
the passengers and crew. Capt, Morris de- 
cided he wold try to beach his vessel, which 
commenced to fill rapidly. While he was 
preparing to do so the rescuing tug came, In 
unswer to the Ailsa’s whistles of distress, 
and took off the passengérs and crew, who 
had taken refuge in the rigging. 


Passengers and Crew Rescued. 


It’ was at first reported that one of the 
crew had been kYled by the collision, but 
Ten minutes 
the last person had left the injured 
ion the Ailsa sunk. Only its smoke-stack 
and spars are now visible. Some of the pas- 
Ssengers were landed at Fort Hamilton and 
returned to this .city by way of Brooklyn, 
while the remainder came to New York on 
the tug ahd were landed at the barge offjce.

Story of the Cook. 


“In that position it lay,” said Murray,

the Allsa got a jounc@on the port bow that 
sent all things shivering below. Such a 


scattering was there then to get on deck.

A big steamship 
was looming up over the side. We had no 
time to waste. It was plain to see that the 
Ailsa could not last long. ‘The water poured 
in the gap, and the Ailsa quickly listed over, 
and all this time the crew and the passen- 
gers w-re preparing to leave and go aboard 
the numerous tugs that were puffing and 
blowing in the narrows. Thank heaven, 
all were’ taken off safely.”’ 

Mr. Cavacisty was a passenger on board 
the Ailsa. When seen tonight at the Astor 
House he said: 

‘*‘f am on my way to South America ona 
gold a g expedition, going first to Ja- 
maica. I, took passage on the Ailsa. Ten 
minutes after the collision the Ailsa began 
to founder. We all took to the rigging. 
The women acted admirably. There was no 
screaming, but they were badly frightened. 
Six of the crew took the lifeboat and went 
ashore at Fort Hamilton. One lady and 
one geptleman jumped overboard and were 
rescued. The tug Harold played about us 
twenty-five yards distant, not daring to 
come nearer for fear of the suction, In 
three minutes. more the Ailsa was under 
water. Then the Harold came alongside 
and all, with the exception of three, were 
taken safely aboard and landed at the Bat- 
tery. The remaining three were rescued by 
another tug. ; 

French Liner Does Not Aid. 

“After running into us the French liner 
backed off and disappeared in the fog. It 
sounded no warning, and we knew hothing 
of its presence until it struck us. Had our 
ship turned over at the time it sank nothing 
could have saved any of us. The actions of 
the French steamship are hard to under- 
stand, and we were all barely saved from a 
watery grave within hearing almost of the 
shore.’’ , ' 

The Ailsa was an iron vessel of 2,200 tons

Steamship New York Aground. 


Eariy this morning during a thick fog the 
ocean racer New York ran aground won the 
tail of the west bank, a mile to the sorth of 
Swinburne Island, and 1,000 yards west of 
the ship channel. Up-to 5:30 o’clock this 
evening the fog had not lifted, and at that 
time it looked as if the weather would be 
thicker during the night. : 

The first and second cabin passengers, with 
their baggage, as well as the mails, were 
transferred by steamer from the ship to 
this city.

Offer to Buy Cuba More Proper. 


“Had the United States made a proposi- 
tion similar-to that of Mr. Fish in 1873, offer- 
ing $100,000,000 for Cuba, it would have put 
a very different complexion upon matters 
at present, but on the contrary, according 
to the Senate resolution, the United States 
goes at the friendly power, Spain, and as- 
sumes an offensive attitude regarding the 
insurrection in Cuba. There was no sug- 
gestion that an amicable arrangement 
should be entered into between the United 
States and Spain, but this country is put in 
the attitude of going at the weaker power 
with a bludgeon and demanding submission. 

‘Nations are very loath to part with any 
oftheirterritory unless they are fully recom- 
pensed either pecuniarily or otherwise, as 
was evinced by the recent action of China 
in the war with Japan. There was such a 
sentiment in China against the Premier who 
consented to the cession of territory that he 
was glad to retract an offer to pay tle in- 
demnity exacted by Japan. Even after this 
had been arranged he was afraid to return 
to Pekin because he knew just how his ac- 
tions would irritate his people against him. 

“If the United States wanted to do the 
proper thing in Cuba it would not hurt to 
make:-a proposal of that sort in a spirit of 
fairness and justice, but to go at Spain in 
the manner that the Senate proposes would 
be very much like meeting a man on the 
highway and demanding the horse that he 
was driving without offering to pay him any- 
thing for the animal. While he might be in- 
clined to listen to a reasonable proposition 
for the sale of his horse he would very quick- 
ly resent a suggestion that he give up the an- 
imal simply because the other fellow wanted 
it. 

More Pacific Course Suggested. 


“There would be no impropriety in the 
United States suggesting to Spain that the 
people of Cuba be allowed to establish a gov- 
ernment of their own on the island, and it 
is my belief that none of the other nations 
of the world would objéct to such a proposi- 
tion: England certainly could not interpose 
any obstacle in view of the relations exist- 
ing between Canada and the home govern- 
ment. Canada is practically independént of 
England today and if the proposition was 
made that it should cut foose from the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain there would be no 
way to stop it. 

‘*It is barely possible that the course pur- 
sued by England toward Canada would 
furnish a precedent for the treatment of 
Cuba by Spain, and particularly if the 
crown should be recompersed in some man- 
ner for the loss of this valuable possession. 
Naturally enough Spain does not want to 
give up the best of its ‘colonies, as is shown 
by the means resorted to for putting dowa 
the present insurrection. There would -not 
be the slightest impropriety if Congress and 
the government of the United States should 
use their friendly influence to bring about 
such a desirable result. 

** All that we can do at present is to make 
suggestions in the line that I have indi- 
cated, to the President of the United States, 
and it remains to be seen whether he will 
adopt the suggestions in the same spirit that 
they are tendered.”’ 


MOBILIZING THE PACIFIC FLEET. 


Navy Department Preparing for Possi- 
ble Trouble with Spain. 


Vallejo, Cal., Feb. 29.—[{Special.]—There is 


a decidedly war-like feeling growing from 
the rumor on good authority that the mon- 
itor Monadnock leaves for San Diego cn 
Mouday. The fact that the Senate has 
adopted resolutions recognizing the Cuban 
revolutionists gives color and ground for 
the talk of the local naval officers that the 
Navy Department is not to be taken by sur- 


prise by Spain. 

This is the cause of the extraordinary de- 
parture from custom in commissioning the 
Monadnock without a trial trip. The au- 
thorities at Mare Island have had instruc- 
tions to rush’ work and as a result.men have 
been working night and day. Not only this, 
but the ship was given an inspection after 
being in commission oniy six days, a thing 
unusual except in the event of war. 

In addition, under color of reducing thé 
number of ships on the Asiatic station be- 
cause they were no longer needed there, 
two vessels of that station are to be brought 
back ostensibly to be repaired at Mare Isl- 
and, but undoubtedly for emergency use. 
These are the Baltimore and the Concord. 

Besides these vessels the old monitor 
Comanche, under cover of a reported trans- 
fer to the naval reserve at San Francisco, 
has been prepared for service. 

The department is mobilizing gradually 
its Pacific strength at San Diego, where are 
the Philadelphia and Monterey, to be'‘nearer 
the scene of usefulness in case Spain resents 
American action in the Cuban matter.

Since the rebellion began the Consul-Gen- 
eral bas been pestered by the demands of 
naturalizd citizens of the United States, who 
swarm in Cuba. They secure American pa- 
pers and: live in Cuba, performing no act 
of citizenship that is -beneficial to the United 
States. At the same *_.ne they seek to avoid 
duties to the country in which they actually 
reside. These’ naturalized citizens, many of 
whom have fraudulent papers, ‘not infre- 
quently. come®in contact with the govern- 
ment, sometimes to the point of being ar- 
rested and imprisoned. Some of these nat- 
uralized citizens have been actually engaged 
in making war on Spain when arrested. 
They have expected the Consul-General to 
set them free, and, in certain cases, their 
friends have openly abused him because he 
has not done so. 


Amenable to Spanish Law. 


They will not, or cannot, understand that 
American. citizens have no more rights 
than Spanish subjects, that the only trealy 
between Spain and the United States 
makes Americans in Spain or in the Span- 
ish colonies amenable to Spanish law, civil 
and military, although they must be tried 
for military offenses by a.civil tribunal, 
an. exceptional privilege no other nation 
enjoys. 

Cubans, when naturalized, generally ap- 
pear to regard their American citizenship 
as something to benefit themselves, without 
expecting to do anything for the country 
of their adoption. -Some of their pertina- 
cious claims have caused Consul-General 
Williams much trouble. He is a conscien- 
tious man, who has a great regard for offi- 


cial ‘propriety. 
President Cleveland's proclamation. di- 
recting citizens to observe the neutrality 


has the same force in Mr. Williams’ eyes as 
a clause of° the Constitution. In other 
words, he is:a thoroughly honest’ sery- 
ant of the United States, one who knows and 
eares nothing for politics or policy and 
thinking only of duty and the letter of the 
law, the book of consular instructions being 
only second to the Bible in importance. 
Both books lie on his desk beside him while 
‘he is at work. 


Aggravated by Correspondents. 


Lately certain correspondents of American 
newspapers have got into trouble. Some of 
them have delicately violated legal orders of 
the government; others are suspected of do- 
ing so. Some of these have blamed Mr. 
Williamis because he has not done things he 
knows he is forbidden ‘to do or cannot. do 
under the regulations governing his office. 
He is sensitive to the criticism that has been 
made of his conduct. He is a man of prop- 
erty, not dependent on his salary. His fam- 
ily resides in Brooklyn. There is no reason 
other than an honest pride in his office why 
he has continued init.

MORE TROOPS ARRIVE FROM SPAIN. 


They Are Accorded an Enthusiastic 
Reception at Havana. 

Havana, Feb. 29.—The steamers San Fer- 
nandinga and Colon arrived here today from 
Spain ringing reinforcements of 4,000 
troops, consisting of the Almansa, Albuerna, 
Guipusecoa, and Infante battalions. They 
were accorded a most enthusiastic recep- 
tion. The steamer Alfonso XIII. has arrived 
with battalions from the towns of Arapiles 
and Covadonga. The steamer San Fran- 
cisco has also reached here with troops from 
Otumba. 

Leader Alfredo Betancourt and seventeen 
prisoners of war have arrived at Raggy. 
Al#edo Betancourt was recently sentenced 
to twenty-five years’ imprisonment for tak- 
ing part in the insurrection. 

Official advices received here are to the 
effect that. the Spanish troop6 have suc- 
ceeded in bringing about the sé@paration of 
Gomez and Maceo. ‘It is believed that Gomez 
will be forced to go back into the Province 
of Santa Clara, while Maceo will be com- 
pelled to retrace his steps westward through’ 
the Province of Havana. It is reported that 
he has now in his ¢éommand only 1,400 in- 
surgents. 3 
- The Reformists now assert that the war 
will operate to put an end to all prospects of 
reforms in the near future. These demands 
for reformation in the method of the govern- 
ment in Cuba, they assert, are in reality the 
cause of the insurrection. 

lt is now believed that the insurrection will 
not be crushed until October of the present 
year, at which time Spain will have sent

MUST AVOID PROHIBITION COUNTIES. 


Bill to Help the Enforcement of the 
Iowa Mulct Law. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 29.—[Special.]— 
Among the bills introduced fm the Senate 
‘today wes one by Mr. Rowen providing that 
any person soliciting orders for or distrib- 
uting liquors in any part of the State where 
the mulct law is not in farce shall be pun- 
ished for the first offense by a fine of $100 or 
imprisonment in‘the penitentiary for a term 
of not less than three months hor more than 
six months, and for the second offense by a 
fine.of $200 or imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary not less than six months nor more than 
one year. 

The Senate devoted the larger part of the. 
morning to the disposal of bills recomménd- 
ed for indefinite postponement and legalizing 
acts. Among the bills whicl®@were killed was 
the bill by Healy prohibiting the doing of a 
money order business by express companies. 
Other bills which were indefinitely post- 
poned were: By Junkin, limiting the de- 
femse of contributory negligence in certain 
cases; by Beh, enabling cities and towns to 
tax foreign fire insurance companies for the 
benefit of organized fire companies: the 
House bill by Gurley appropriating $4,000 
for portraits of recent Governors; and the 
bill by Cheshire requiring a corporation 
doing a banking business and receiving de- 
posits to keep a certain percentage of de- 
posits as a reserve fund. ; 

In the House a number of bills were passed, 
among them the bill by Mr. Griswold pro- 
viding for the establishing of manual trdin- 
ing schools in connection with public schools; 
by Sullivan, permitting the establishment 
of kindergarten schools; by - Morrison of 
Keokuk, permitting the guardian of an in- 
sane soldier to expend his pension for the 
benefit of such soldier; by Power, providing 
for‘two Boards of Insane Commissioners in 
- certain counties.

The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
this afterndon considered the bill appropri- 
ating $105,000 for a memorial hall at Des 
Moines and $10,000 for the celebration of the 
semi-centennial of Iowa ‘at Burlington. The 
committee voted to divide the bill and make 
two bills of it, one covering the memorial 
hall and the other the Burlington celebra- 
tion scheme. The latter was referred to a 
subcommittee for amendment and the matter 
of fixing the appropriation was continued 
for the present. The Chairman of the com- 
mittee stated that the bill had been hurried 
through the House without sufficient consid- 
eration and the committee proposed to can- 

vass the matter carefully before reporting 
upon the amount to be allowed. 

The House Committee on Public Health 
agreed today to hold a meeting next Monday 
afternoon, at which time the anti-cigaret bill 
will be reported to the House again. Mem- 
bers of the committee say the Senate bill, 
with an amendment to exempt wholesalers 
from the operations of the law, will be rec- 
ommended for passage.

Raoul Kosczalski, the Musical Prodigy, | 
a Masquerader.

inces the celebrated boy pianist, Raou! 
Kosczalski, who has played at all the courts 
and in the principal cities of Europe, is not 
a boy, but a girl of 16 or more. Kosczalski's 
secret was discovered by the chambermaids 
of the leading hotels: of Duesseldorf. The 
astonished servants informed ‘ mine host- 
ess,”” who marveled how any one dared per- 
petrate such an offense in her establishment, 
and in an orthodox .Lutheran atmosphere 
noted for the purity of its morals. 

The father of Kosczalski is the virtuoso’s 
manager and he never allowed his charge to 
leave his side. They registered as father 
and son, and usually occupied the best suite 
of rooms in the hotels, and neither was ever 
seen alone at table or in the streets. When 
the true sex of Raoul was discovered the 
couple and the Duesseldorf landlady had an 
animated conference, which resulted in the 
canceling of two performances and an ab- 
rupt departure of the guests.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


BILL IS INTRODUCED FOR A UNITED 
STATES BRANCH MINT AT CHICAGO. 


An Appropriation of $500,000 Is Asked 
For to Carry Into Effect the Provis- 
ions of the Act—Probably $350,000 
Will Be Made Available This Year 
for Chicago River Improvements— 
Bill to Authorize Leasing of Ari- 
sona Lands Passed Over the Veto. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 29.—[Special.]— 

** Owing to the importance of Chicago asa 

great commercial center,'’ said Representa- 

tive Hopkins this afternoon, “ there does not 


‘seem to be any valid reason why we should 


not have a branch United States-mint located 
there. It. would certainly be of greater ben- 
efit to the business interests of this country 
than the mint at Philadelphia, and that is 
my reason for introducing again‘a bili for the 
establishment of such a mint at Chicago. 
In the Fifty-second Congress I introduced a 
similar proposition, but nothing came gf it, 


‘and I think the time is propitious for an- 


other effort.”’ 

According to the terms of a proposition In- 
troduced in the House today by Mr. Hop- 
kixs a branch mint is to be established at 
Chicago for the coinage of gold and siiver. 
The general direction of. the business is to 
be under the control and regulation of the 
Director of the United States Mints, subject 
to the ‘approbation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. . 

It is made the duty of the Director to pre- 
scribe regulations and require returns pe- 
riodically and occasionally, and to establish 
such charges for parting, assaying, refining, 
and coining as shall be necessary. AN ap- 
propriation of $500,000 is to be made to carry 
into effect the provisions of the act ahd to 
meet the expenses of thecurrent year. — 


CHICAGO RIVER APPROPRIATION. 


Local Delegation Expects $350,000 to 
Be Made Available This Year. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Public hearings before the Rivers and Har- 
bors committee of the House of Representa- 
tives were concluded today, and beginning 
ne week the committee will hold legis- 
lative sessions for-the purpose of making up 
the appropriation bill for the Fifty-fourth 
Conzress. 

From the opinions é¢xpressed by members 
of the committee there is no question about 
Chicago being given an appropriation to 
start the proposed improvements of the river 
at that point. While the full amount, $700,- 
000, may not be granted outright by the com-: 
mittee, not less than $50,000 wll be set apart 


‘to begin the work of improvement, and pos- 


sibly one-half the sum recommended by Maj. 
Marshall may be made available during the 
two fiscal years beginning July i, 1896. 
Members of the Illinois Congressional dele- 
gation will be requested to keep the Rivers 
and Harbors committee informed on all 
matters pertaining to this improvement, and 
they will be accorded hearings whenever the 
exigencies of the case may require. Great 
stress has been laid upon the report of Maj. 


Marshall in regard to this improvement, and 


it is the judgment of the committee that his 
estimates should be the basis for granting 
an appropriation for starting the work. 
‘** All ‘we want,” said Congressman Reeves, 
whoisa member of the Rivers and Harbors 
is to get a start in this matter, 
and after that our task will be a compar- 
atively easy one. Maj. Marshall recommends 
the dredging of the river toa uniform depth 
of sixteen feet. Every scow full of débris 
that we take out of the bed of the Chicago 
River is just that much done toward the im- 
provement of navigation in that waterway.” 


PASSED OVER PRESIDENTIAL VETO- 


Bill to Authorize the Lease of School 
Lands in Arizona. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 29.—The first 
Presidential veto of this session of Congress 
was overridden by the-House today by a vote 
of 198 to SS, 122 more than the requisite con- 
stitutional two-thirds. All the Republicans 
and thirty-two Democrats voted for the bill, 
while the votes to sustain the President were 
all cast by Democrats.: The bill authorizes 
the Governor and local officers of Arizona 
to lease the educational lands of the Terri- 
tory for school purposes. The President’s 
objection to the bill was that it did not give 
the Secretary of the Interior power to 
disapprove the leases, and did not throw 
proper safeguards about the timber on the 
lands. 

The statement was made on the floor that

BALTIMORE AND OHIO IN THE HANDS 
OF RECEIVERS, 


Company Unable to Meet Obligations 
Due Tomorrow and the United States 
Courts Take Charge of the Road— 
President Cowen and Vice-Presi- 
dent Murray Will Continue as Man- 

‘agers—Lines in Maryland, Pennsy!l- 

vania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. 

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 29.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad company, one of the old- 
est and most extensive transportation sys- 
tems in the United States, and until recently 
one of the most profitable, has gone into the 
hands of receivers. John K. Cowen, its 
President, and Oscar G. Murray, its Third 
Vice-President, will hereafter operate it for 
the benefit of the creditors and bondholders, 
under the direction of the United States 
Court. 

This action was taken tonight after a pro- 
longed struggle against the inevitable, and 
was the immediate result of the failure of 
the directors to negotiate loans to provide 
for interest and other payments due and 
about to become due. 

For several years the road has been losing 
money, and while the collapse was a sur- 
prise to many, those familiar with the in- 
Side facts knew the receivership could not 
ae averted much longer,’ Since the last reg- 

ar meeting of the directors, two weeks 
ago, Maj. Alexander Shaw, Chairman of 
the Finance committee, and President Cow- 
en have passed much of their time in New 

York trying to borrow enough money to pro- 

vide for a large floating debt and payments 


of interest amounting to $400,000, falling } 


due on Monday next. ‘ 
Court Proceedings. 


It was thought at one time they would be 
successful, but President Cowen gave up the 
fight and |returned to.this city yesterday. 
Immediately upon his arrival he éalled a 
meeting of the directors for this afternoon. 
This took placeabout 4o0’clock. Afterases- 
sion lasting an hour and a half the directors 
and legal officials of the road repaired to the 
United States Court-room in the Federal 
Building and General Counsel Hugh Bond 
filed an application on behalf of the directors 
asking for the appointment of recéivers. 
United States Circuit Judge Goff of West 
Virginia, who had been called here for that 
purpose, in conjunction with United States 
District Judge Morris, heard the application 
and, there being no objection, granted it. 

John K. Cowen, the principal receiver, has 
been connected with the Baltimore and Ohio 
company for more than twenty years as its 
counsel. «Six weeks ago he was elected 
President to Succeed Charles F. Mayer. At 
the same time several prominent New York 
financiers were taken into the directory and 
a thorough reorganization was contem- 
plated. 

Mr. Murray, the other receiver, who had 
been Third Vice-President of the Big Four 
System, was invited to accept a similar 
position in the Baltimore and Ohio service. 
He consented, and has since been acting in 
that capacity. Mr. Cowen is also a member 
of Congress from the Fourth Maryland Dis- 
trict, and is the leader of the Democratic 
opposition to United States Senator Gor- 
man. He is 51 years old and a native of Ohio. 


_ Extent of the System. 

The Baltimore and Ohio system includes 
2,065 miles of railway, extending into all 
parts of the country east of the Mississippi 
River. It was one of the first railways 
built in the United States, and for many 
years was considered the most profitable. 
Under the management of John W. Garrett 
of this city it attained an enviable position 
among the ,dividend paying lines in the 
country, and its securities were looked upon 
as gilt edge. lts stocks and bonds are large- 
ly held for investment purposes in this city, 
where the receivership is looked upon asa 
public calamity. Johns Hopkins University 
is one of the largest holders of its preferred 
stock, and the loss of revenue from that 
source will be'felt by the inStitution. 

Finances of the Company. 

The stock of the company is $30,000,000, 
divided as follows: First preferred, $3,000,- 
O00: second preferred, $2,000,000; common 
and scrip, $25,000,000. Its bonded indebted- 
ness, according to Poor’s Manual for 1895, is 
$75,000,000, and its floating debt is thought 
to be between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000. . It 
owns and leases wenty-nine different roads 
in Maryland, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Illi- 
nois, including some of great importance. 

The Baltimore and Ohio company is the 
ruarantor for rentals amounting to $1,157,- 
350 on leased lines and for interest on bonds 
in double that amount. Its charter was 
granted in 1827, and some of the greatest 
historical events: of the present century have 
centéred about the road, notably the mili- 
tary riots at Camden station in this city in 
the early part of the rebellion, at which 
time the Federal troops on their way to the 
South were mobbed. 

Charles F’. Maver, who succeeded John W. - 
Garrett as President, held the place for_five 
years, until the election of John K. Cowen 
to the position a few weeks ago. 

Fluctuation of the Stock. 

New York, Feb. 29.—Interest in the affairs 
of the Baltimore and Ohio dominated other 
considerations in today’s as in yesterday’s 
stock market. The stock closed at a -net 
decline of 13% per cent for the week, the 
fives of 1925 at a loss of 1414, and the consol 
fives of 1988 were offered down to 97, seller 
20, as against 106, the last previous sale. 
Rumors unfavorably affecting the financial 
credit of the company are an oid story in 
Wali street and have been set down by offi- 
cials of the company to bear operators both 
here and in London, The non-payment of 
e obligations of the company has been re- 
peftedly predicted, but upon each occasion 
the money has been forthcoming, and with- 
in the last few days. President Cowen has 
been heard from to the effect the March in- 
terest had been provided for and there was 
a fair prospect of the satisfactory readjust- 
ment of the company’s affairs. 

A syndicate was recently formed to pre- 
pare a plan of reorganization, involving the 
issue of a collateral trust loan for three 
years, to take up the floating debt of the 
company. A proposition had also been con- 
sidered to establish a line to be called the 
3altimore and Northwestern railroad, em- 
bracing the Pittsburg and Western and the 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio from 
Akron to Chicago Junction. All of these 
projects were conditional upon a satisfac- 
tory report by expert Stephen Little con- 
cerning the financial condition of the com- 
pany. The pronounced weakness of the se- 
curities has predisposed the traders to take 
the worgt possible view of the outlook, and 
officialsfof the company both in Baltimore 
and in this city were today mute when in- 
terrogated. .

TO TEACH CHILDREN SPIRITUALISM. 


Advent of Kindergartens to Chicago 
Is Probable. ; 

Interest awakened by the discussion of 
spiritualistic kindergartens at the convention 
of spiritualists last week in Néw York 
makes their early advent here probable. 

Dr. Lewis Bushnell, No. 489 West Ran- 
dolph street, who for seventeen years was 
President of the first spiritualist society in 
Chicago, said yesterday his children had 
been taught spiritualism from infancy.

as great a part of the ground as possibile 
be left open and unobstructed. Mr. Du- 
puy thinks that this indicates that the first 
agreement was being carried out with the 


understanding that the city was to receive 


the ground. 

A report of a committee of the Council 
made in 1858 states it would be advisable 
for the city and the county to enter into 
some definite agreement relative to the use 
of the public square, as the matter at the 
time was unsettled. The report goes on to 
say that the former failure to agree was 
because of a difference in regard to the ex- 
pense to be borne by the respective parties.

Man Apparently Insane Starties a 

Desk Sergeant. 

‘“‘T have come to give myself up,” said a 
well-dressed man, 35 years old, to Sergt. 
John Kelly, yesterday, at the Harrison 
Street Station. 

He was James Gallagher, who says his 
present home is at Springfield, Ill. He says 
he is a telegraph operator, and was formerly 
employed by the Wabash railroad com- 
pany. He says four years ago while he was 
employed by that road as an operator he 
gave wrong orders to an engineer, a8 a re- 
sult of which eight persons were killed. This, 
he said, happened at Lexington, Mo. 

“When I saw the awful mistake I had 
made,” he said, ‘‘ Iran away. Since then f 
have wandered all over the country, but that 
wrecked train haunts me. They have found 
me out and have been following me wherever 
I go, and for that reason I have come to 
give myself up.”’ 

“Who are following you and where are 
they now?’ asked the Sergeant. 

‘*O, it’s the dead ones, their friends, and 
others, and the? are all around me. See, 
here they come now,”’ and with a shriek the 
man suddenly jumped from his chair and 
pointed at the wall. ‘* See, they are coming. 
Save me, save me.” 

Sergt. Kelly locked the man ina cell and 
notified the city physician. The police are 
inclined to believe the man’s story of the 
train wreck.

Question of Degrees to Women. 

The Oxford agitation over the question of 
granting degrees to women has extended to 
Cambridge, where memorials and protests 
are receiving signatures.

The reply seems adequate that a 
degree ought to depend not upon the disci- 
pline, but upon the proficiency of the candi- 
dates as tested by examinations.

Report That Germany Seeks New Al- 
liance Against England. 
London, Feb. 2).—If reports from Berlin 
are to: be believed Emperor, William of Ger- 
many is actively engaged in trying to form 
a new Driebund, consisting of Russia, 
France, and Germany, and it is intimated 
that he would not be opposed to a proposi- 
tion to unite the fleets of the three coun- 
tries in an attack upon Great Britain, which, 
if successful, her enemies hope, should lead 
to the dismemberment ofj the empire. Of 
course, the plan is by no means a new one, 
and has frequently been previously consid- 
ered by much more expericnced men than 
the German Emperor. The fact remains, 
however, that the recent warlike utterances 
against Great Britain have had a healthy 
effect upon her statesmen and others—they 
have opened their eyes to the fact that the 
British fleet, powerful as it is, is not as pow- 
erful as it should be in order to meet such a 
combination as the one Emperér William 
is credited with trying to engineer. There 
is no doubt that considerable strengthening 
of the fleet and reorganizing of the army will 
be carried out here in the promptest and 
most effective manner possible. The coun- 
try now sees clearly that there is a possi- 
bility that some day or other there may be 
an all-powerful combination against Great 
Britain, which may necessitate the greatest 
struggle in the history of those islands, and 
the people, it seems, are ready to go down in 
their pockets in order to provide funds neces-

The 
principal ‘matter mentioned when the possi- 
bility of recognition is discussed is that it 
would be an unfriendly act to Spain, and 
that sentiment, rather than actual injury 
by the proposed act, would cause a feeling 
of resentment. 


Think President Will Not Act. 

They do not think that actual recognition 
will come, and believe that any Con- 
gressional resolution is merely an expres- 
sion of opinion, largely dictated by poli- 
tics, and are sure that the President will 
not recognize the belligerents. Real sym- 
pathizers are as firm in their contrary be- 
lief, and expect all manner of advantages 
in the event of recognition. Among the 
loyalists whom I asked for an expression 
of opinion was Sefior Nicolas Rivero, editor 
of El Diario de la Marina. 

‘The Diario’s comments on belligeren- 
cy,”’ he said, “‘ were made long ago. There 
is little to add to them. The insurgents 
have not any conditions on which the plea 
of recognition can justly be based. That 
fact is a guarantee that the United States 
will not give it to them. You may be sure 
that the States will not want to do such an 
unfriendly act toward a nation that has 
never injured her, and we are sure, when 
all the talking is done, and the political 
gods have been sufficiently sacrificed, that 
we can trust to the good sense and firmness 
of the Chief Executive, who will reject the 
proposition.” . 

“To extend belligerent rights to roving 
bands with no fixed government, holding no 
seaport or even a town of any importance, 
without a navy, whose only system of war is 
the destruction of the property of non-com- 
hbatants, and who will not even submit their 
pretended cguse to the actual arbitratment 
of arms, but fade before the Spanish army 
whenever a chance for-a battle comes and 
disappear—I never have. believed that the 
great republic would seriously offer to con- 
sider these people belligerents in a national 
sense. 

“No I am not surprised that the matter 
has gone so far, but I will be very consider- 
ably so if it goes much further.” 

Voices Views of Loyalists. 

Sefior Rivero’s views are those practically 
of all loyal inhabitants of Cuba. They de- 
cline to give their views of what would be 
the ground that the hypothesis is too unlike- 
ly to be seriously considered.

after. Not only are there such people, but, 
according to the managers of savings banks, 
safety deposit vaults, and dealers in se- 
curities, the number of these indifferent 
people is legion. There have been instances 
of wealthy and .eccentric men making ac- 
cumulations of money or large investments 
and then forgetting all about them, but in 
the majority of cases the indifference or 
negligence is shown by people of small 
means. . 

When the Board of Trade funded its build- 
ing debt in. 1882 a bond issue of $1,500,000 
was authorized. A large part of the issue 
was in bonds of small denominations, and 
a a natural result it Has been widely dis- 
tributed and among small investors. The 
original issue included 3,000 $100 bonds, 400 
$250 bonds, 1,000 $500 bonds, and 600 $1,000 
bonds, all bearing 5 per cent interest. The 
Board of Trade retired $50,000 a year for 
five years, cutting down the loan to $1,250,- 
(wo. At the end of each six months the as- 
sociation pays off and cancels.the interest 
coupons presented, and has in this way paid 
out about $850,000 to date. The coupons 
range from $2.50 on the $100 bonds to $25 on 
the $1,000 bonds, and the paying and cancel- 
ing of these and the supervision of the in- 
terest account are among the chief duties 
of) Assistant Secretary Worthington. 

The books kept by him show an item of 
matured interest unpaid of nearly $38,000. 
Holders of two or three of the bonds have 
never presented any interest coupons, and 
holders of many more have not realized ona 
majority of their coupons. The first in- 
terest on the bonds fell due in July, 1883, 
and five coupons of that date have never 
been presented for payment. Some of the 
bonds possibly are lost, but in a general 
way the existence of a gradually increasing 
fund of uncalled for interest is due to care- 


-lessness and indifference of holders of the 


securities. 

This was proved in the hard times of a 
year ago, when the need for ready money 
stirred up some of the careless holders of 
bonds to realize on their forgotten.coupons. 
The matured interest account materially 
decreased last year, but is working back 
again to about it highest level. 


Law of Compensation. 

The difficulties of keeping the interest and 
coupon account are increased by the small 
and irregular denominations of the bonds 
and their wide distribution. Coupons are 
not much bigger than special delivery stamps 
are, are not all presented on regular interest 
dates, but come dropping in between times. 
When canceled they are pasted into spe- 
clally arranged record books. Twenty-one 
of these are used and the vacant spaces on 
their pages tally with the amount of matured 
and unpaid interest. Nearly 125,000 coupons 
have been handled in the Board of Trade 
office and only one has been lost, and that 
after it had been tanceled. The small size 
of the coupons and the consequent minute 
lettering and dating has made it possible 
for the holders of some of the bonds to 
either intentionally or unintentionally over-

Operations of the Coal Trust.

The entire hard coal district is comprised 
u very limited area. That area is 
traverseat by the lines of eleven railroads 
known as “ the coalers.” They have formed 
a combine and control absolutely the entire 
matter of coal consumption. Many of them 
own, large eas of coal lands and are min- 
ers as wan as transporters. There area 
large number of ‘private miners, but they 
are entirely under control of the roads em- 
bracing the coal combine, since they can get 
no transit.to market or tidewater except 
over these roads. 

Once each month the sales agents of these 
roads meet and fix upon the output of coal 
for the coming month and the price at which 
it shall be sold. This combine includes 
several roads now in the hands of receivers 
and therefore under the control of the 


United States courts.

Vanderhbilts and the West Shore. 


No better illustration of the power exer- 
cised by the monopolists is- needed than in 
the history of the West Shore enterprise of 
New York State. The Vanderbilts and their 
cohorts up to the time the West Shore road 
was started held the merchants and the 
agriculturists in an iron grasp, dictating 
rates and conditions for the handling of traf- 
fic with absolute despotism. The prospect 
of a competitive line reaching from New 
York City to the lakes put the New York 
Central people on their mettle, and from the 
very inception of the former measures were 
taken to crush it out. 

After the new line had been completed 
every obstacle possible was thrown in its 
way, and the road finally went into bank- 
ruptcy, a candition which had ben regarded 
as inevitable by every one whokt the time 
was acquainted with the tactics of the Van- 
derbiits. When the West Shore -became 
hopelessly involved the Vanderbilts, 
through Mr. J. P. Morgan, gobbled it up at 
their own price. 

Those who kad put money into it were 
crowded out, all competition was crushed, 
and the business interests of the State placed 
under the Vanderbilt ywontrol as completely 
as ever. The Vanderbilts and their friends 


were the only onés who profited by thedeal,.

The Chemical 
Bank has for years paid 150 per cent an- 
nually on its capital, and another bank has 
paid 100 per cent, and the average of all is 
avery high one. 

Steck Exchange Dealings. 

In 1895 the New York Stock Exchange, 
which is an unchartered body, a mere club, 
in fact, and entirely independent of the 
obligations of a corporation to State or 
Federal law, bought and sold 66,440,576 
shares of stock of an aggregate par vafue of 
about §6,000,000,000. In addition $500,000,000 | 
of railroad and State bonds were sold and 
about $16,000,000 of government bonds. 

The two latter, class of securities are 
largely dealt in over the counters of bank- 
ing houses,:and the figures do not represent 
all transactions. Besides. there is another 
exchange within the Wall street precinct 
actively engaged in the same line of manipu- 
lation.. Thre are now listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange a par value of $4,067,- 
210,354 in stocks and $5,122,002,469 in bonds 
of various classes: In 1895 about $500,000,- 
000 in new issues of securities were placed or 
sold. Of these $125,000;000 were purchased 
abroad and $375,000,000 were purchased or 
placed here. This includes ther Morgan 
government bond ‘syndicate issue of Febru- 
ary, 1885. . |

Congress and Corporations. 

It cannot be gainsaid that Congress has 
legislated steadily in the interest of the cor- 
porations, and to curtail and restrict the 
power of the States in controlling the rail- 
roads and to protect the small investors and 
shippers. The machinery of the Federal 
courts has been the main engine in this rob- 
bery and ruin. During the last thirty years, 
with very few exceptions, and I speak of the 
exceptions to the honor of the few Judges 
who have withstood the almost overpowering 
temptations with which they have been be- 
set, the decisions of the Supreme and Circnit 
Courts have been uniformly against the peo- 
ple and in furtherance of the aims of those 
who have stolen, under forms of law, the 
larger portion of this railroad property from 
its original owners. 

The reason why the Federal judiciary has 
been thus antagonistic to the best interests 
of the countfy and to justice is that they are 
almost uniformly selectéd from among cor- 
poration attorneys, and I have no doubt their 
names have been frequently suggested or 
dictated to the President for appointment 
by the corporations. 

In addition to this the raw products hauled 
to market, together with the manufactured 
products transported to the interior in ex- 
change, have hafl to pay freights far in ex- 
cess of what is.reasonable in order to yield a 
fair dividend on the capital originally in- 
vested. This In spite of the fact that the 
inter-Stateé commerce law was passed by 
Congress é¢ssentially with a view to the con- 
tro] of the extortions of railroads in handling 
freight and to. prevent discriminations and 
rebates. ri. 

The United States Treasury is run-.as 
though it were a private corporatian, The 
Secretary of the Treasury goes to New York 
when called-upon. by his masters to receive 
instructions,. Hig deputies are constant vis- 
itors at the office of the men who control the 
Treagury from this city.

Th discussing the cure for the evil Of brib- 
ery Mr. MacVeagh reaches a rather re- 
markable conclusion. He says we have in 
vain tried laws making briber and bribed 
equally punitstiable, as well as those making 
the bribed alone punishable, He continues: 

“I suggest the remaihing alternative of 
making punishment apply only to the briber, 
for though the bribed would not always 
peach, he is-of the sort that certainly some- 
times would: and tHe briber, knowing the 
grade of man he Was dealing with, would al- 
Ways regard him as a man who might: and 
would be apprehensiveythat when exposure 
did not follow blackmall would: all of which 
would.add new risks that very few moneyed 
men would. dare’ to take... Moreover, in city 
government bribery there are usually so 
many of the bribed that the risks of expos- 


plied.”’ 

The fourthand last and most fundamental 
of the causes of political neglect named by 
the writer is the lack of popular sensitive- 
ness to the evils of misgovernment. The 
public conscience is not yet awake to the 
baseness of bribery and corruption. ‘‘ Pub- 
lic pride takes but little offense at those 
things which make our city a reproach to 
civilization:” The partisanship of the news- 
papers comes in for. a rap. along with dirty 
streets. "Intemperate criticism, Mr. Mac- 
Veagh believes, prevents many good .men 
frem going into politics at all. 

* But,” he adds, ‘‘ even for these faults of 
the newspapers the people must blame them- 
selves, because newspapers are what peo- 
ple expect them*to be, nothing in the world 
| being more dependent upon public taste and 
approval than the press.’”’ 

The remedy for political neglect set forth 
by Mr. MacVeagh; it need scarcely be 
added, is education. ‘‘ That sounds remote 
and: ‘digappointing,”’ he admits; ** but it is 
not a8 bad as it sounds.

These are the figures of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Fortifications, whose report Bena- 
tor Squire made'to the Senate Feb. 25: The 
present state of affairs is declared to be a 
menace. and disgragg, and it is urged that 
prompt measures be adopted to remedy the 
avil. A consolidated estimate by all the 
boards. of the sum necessary to-make the 
fertifications adequate and complete is fixed 
at’ $105,296,020, and it ig recommehded that, 
an appropMation of not less than $10, 000,-" 
0v0 for seven years consecutively be made 
to carry on the work of coast defense. 

The questions involved in the matter have | 
beén under discussion for many weeks, and 
many of the chief jofficers of the army and 
navy have been before the committee to’ 
urge the passage of some adequate measure 
to.put an end to the present dangerous con- 
dition. The report accompanying the bill 
quotes the following significant words of Mr. 
Tilden on. the helpless condition of the gov- 
ernment: 

“This state of things is discreditable to 
our foresight and to our prudence. The best 
guaranty against aggression, the best assur- 
ance that our diplomacy will be successful 
and pacific, and that our rights and honor 
‘will be respected by other nations isin their 
knowledge that we are in a situation to vin- 
dicate our reputation and interests. While 
we may ever be deficient in our means of- 
offense, we cannot afford to be defenseless, 
The notoriety of the,fact that we have 
neglected the ordinary precautions of de- 
fense invites want of consideration in our 
diplomacy, injustice, arrogance, and insult 
at the hands of foreign nations.’

a harbor, it is said, the full cash value of all 
property subject to destruction by the fleet 
could be demanded as a ransom. A still 
greater saving is to be considered in the 
prevention of actual War fn consequence of 
the moral effect afforded by suitable means 
for resistance. The contrast between the 
cost of preparations and the cost of war 
itself is thought to be so manifest that it con- 
stitutes one of the principal considerations 
actuating the committee. The money ex- 
pended on the pension list of the United 
States for a single year is equal to the ex- 
penditmure required to create a complete sys-' 
tem of coast defenses and the nec- 
essary additions to the navy. Eco- 
nomical and prudential reasons all. 
favor the construction of coast de- 
fenses, it is urged.

The Endicott board of 1886 estimated the 
cost of’a permanent system of land defenses: 
at a fraction less than $98,000,000, and since. 
that day but little more than $10,500,000 
has been expended. The committee, having 
thoroughly examined all the conditions, finds 
that the amount desirable for fortifications 
and armament will be more than originally 
calculated by the Ejndicott board for the 
whole work of land defense. 

The total cost of fortifications, including 
purchase of sites, is estimated at $61,500,000: 
the cost of armament, includjng guns, gun 
carriages, mortars and carriages, rapid fire 
and machine guns, at $43,796,020. This ‘does | 
not include the Bethlehem contraet, already 
authorized by law, or any estimate of the 
cost of projectiles and other items which 
may properly be provided for In the annual 
appropriation bills. The rapid fire guns, 
costing $2,762,000, were not estimated in the 
Endicott plan. 

‘To complete this undertaking will require 
probably not less than a period of six years, | 
and for this reason Congress is urged to be- 
gin the construction as speedily as possible. 
The scheme of distributing the approprjation 
from year to year during a period of about 
eleven years is approved, unless an emer- 
‘gency should arise that may cause the Presi- 
dent to order the whole or any part of the 
amount to be immediately available. 

As a minimum sum, the Chief of Engineers 
says that $7,000,000 will provide an efficient 
defense, but nothing less than this would do. 
Therefore the*committee decided ¢o report 
in favor of an appropriation of $87,000,000 in 
accordance with the terms of the Squire bill. 
The committee also reports in favor of 
$2,500,000 for’ torpedoes. The committee rec- 
ommends that authority be given the Chief, 
of Ordnance to contract for forgings, car- 
riages, rapid- ~fipe guns, and projectiles to the. 
amount of $1,750,000, to be paid out of the ap- 
propriation for the next fiscal year. 

The Chief of Engineems says that after a 
few weeks of preparation he can economic- 
alf&k expend about $1,000,000 a month on the 
engineering part of the work, but that under 
stress he could advantageously expend a 

much larger sum for that purpose.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 

Sixty-four Senators voted on Friday for 
the resolutions dechring that in the opinion 
of Congress the rights of belligerents should 
be accorded fhe Cuban insurgents, and that 
the President should offer the friendly 
services of the United States to Spain for 
the recognition of the independence of 
Cuba. Only six Senators voted against 
them. Three were Democrats. from the 
Gulf States and three were Republicans 
from New England. All of them voted 
contrary to the wishes of their constituents. 

Such an approach to unanimity on the 
part of the Senate is remarkable. ‘Bhat 
body has shown itself inert or factious ahd 
unpatriotic as concerns most questions. 
Its present agreement is evidence that there 
exists in all parts of the country an active 
public sentiment which demands that some 
speedy action. be taken in reference to 
Cuba. To that sentiment Senators have 
been obliged to yield. They have not been 
influenced by political considerations, but 
by a feeling that the people would not en- 
dure patiently a longer delay. : 

This week the House will take up the sub- 
ject and will either pass the Senate resolu- 
tions or substitute for them its own, which 
are somewhat stronger, because they de- 
clare that the people of this country are 
such heavy losers by reason.of the exist- 
ing state of war that this ‘government 
“should be-prepared to protect legitimate 
interests of Americans by intervention, if 
necessary.” . ) 

But whatever the House does should be 
The temptation will be 
strong to spend a week or more in debate. 
There are many members who will jump at 
a chance to make fiery speeches for dis- 
tribution among their constituents. But 


the latter would rather have votes than 


speeches, no matter how eloquent the 


speeches may be. 


Though there ought to be no doubt as to 


what the President is going to do, there is 
considerable uncertainty, It is believed by 


‘many that he will pay no attention to any 


resolution which Congress may send him, 
on the ground that the insurgents are not 
as yet entitled to recognition because they 
have no fixed seat of government; no sea- 
port, and no navy. 

It is claimed also that he has a policy of 
his own—that is, some time or other to in- 


tercede for peace on the basis of the inde- | 


pendence of Ouba, the United States to 
guarantee that the Cuban Government will 
pay Spain the expenses of the far. This 
will not be likely to strike either Cubans or 
Americans favorably. They will not see 
why the plundered people of Cuba should 
saddle themselves with the debt of a hun- 
dred or more millions which Spain has in- 
curred while trying vainly to subjugate 
them. 

If the President has a ines he should put 
it on one side and adopt instead of it the 
one which the Americans, speaking through 
their representatives in Congress, say they 
are in favor of. He cannot afford to wait. 
The moral sense\of the country will not 
submit to it. The atrocities committed by 
the Spaniards during the last war are be- 
ginning to be repeated now. Crimes as in- 
famous as any perpetrated in Armenia are 
being committed now, not thousands of 
miles away, but at the very doors of the 
United States. 

It is hard to assume that the President 


} intends to allow these butcheries of non- 


‘combatants to go on unnoticed until the end 
of the dry season, thus giving the Spaniards 
an opportunity to do by terrorism what they 
cannot de by war. 

The President should do without delay 
that which Congress is going to ask him to 
do, or it will speak in a more decided tone, 
nor will the people remain silent. 


WANTED—A REFORM MOTIVE. 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh has made an 
elaborate study of municipal evils and re- 
forms, published elsewhere: in this issue of 
Tue Tripune. As regards the evils, he 
touches the heart of the matter—the non- 
participation of good citizens in city pol- 
itics—and in his analysis of the immediate 
causes of this neglect he names the two 
most important ones—the moncy-getting 
mania and the lack of popular sensitiveness 
to the evils of misgovernment. But the 
cure he  prescribes—education—touches 
only indirectly and hazily the fundamental 
prerequisite of all civic reforms. 

It is- not knowledge of evils, nor even of 
their causes, that Chicago’s citizens lack. 
No amount of acute analysis, and no num- 
ber of reform programs, though they be 
administered daily to the people—like the 
anti-alcoholic instruction to New York 
children—can ever insure permanent good 
government in Chicago or any other city. 
With all deference to the Scholar in Politics, 
it is not education nor experience, nor yet 
high ideals, that can cure municipal corrup- 
tion. — 

The erying lack of our system is a con- 
stant and reliable motive sufficiently strong 
to take the “ good citizen ” to the caucuses 
and primaries and polls. Here lies the most 
fundamental and alarming defect in. the 
American system of popular government. 

As men are constituted in this age, ma- 
terial gain is, rightly or wrongly, the one 
infallible incentive to action. The ward 
boss and all the other members of the po- 
litical machine have this ‘incentive. They 
can afford to spend days and nights and 
weeks working to put themselves and their 
friends ‘into office, for they know they will 
get their bread and butter and beer out of 
it. Their motive is entirely natural, what- 
ever their methods may be. 

But how about the man who does not 
want an office, who! does not care to work 
for a slice of campaign funds, and who 
would scorn to take a $5 bill for the taskof 
voting? Fhe motive that is expected to 
drive him out, evening after evening, to un- 
congenial meetings is of that, high altru- 
istic sort that is as beautiful as bubbles in 
the sunlight—and as ep asthte and abundant 
and lasting. 

Blame as we may the man who tacitly 
submits to be robbed by a thieving Council 
because it would cost him more in time and 
money to attend all the ward meetings and 
fight the gang element than he is personally 
robbed of, the stern fact remains that this 
is human nature and that no deluge of re- 
form speeches can make it other than it is. 
Education may broaden the horizon and 
raise the ideals, but whenever a man comes 
to the point where he believes he is asked to 
sacrifice his own ease or any portion of his 
family’s maintenance for the sake of’ that 
shadowy and nondescript thing, the public, 
he will draw back. Nor is he altogether de-

A NATIONAL MONUMENT TO LINCOLN. 

A Lincoln Monument Commission has 
been proposed in the House at Washing- 
ton by the Hon. Walter Evansof Kentucky. 
He asks that the commission shall have 
authority to erect in some suitable place in 
Washington a nionument to the memory of 
Abraham Lin@oly, which will “ appropri- 
ately and adequately express the Nation's 
gratitude for his illustrious and patrotic 
services and its exalted appreciation of his 
fame’; also that the sum of $500,000 be 
appropriated for the monument and for the 
preparation and improvement of the site. 

The proposition is a patriotic and highly 
commendable one. It is peculiarly appro- 
,priate that it should come from a State 
which was near the center .of our popula- 
tion during the war of the rebellion. Next 
to Washington no other American so much 
deserves this honor as Lincoln. The one 
was thé Father of his Country, the other 
was its preserver, conducting it safely and 
triumphantly through the struggle for the 
maintenance of the Union for the estab- 
lishment of which Washington had fought 
nearly a century earlier, (The wisdom, 
energy; and unselfish patriotism of Lin- 
coln was not inferior to that of Washington. 
The value of the service rendered was 
scarcely less. 

No one who considers for a moment the 
debt of gratitude the country owes to Lin- 
coln will hesitate to indorse the proposition 
to raise a national monument to his mem- 
ory. The Nation will but honor itself in 
thus striving to honor his deeds and his 
virtues, holding them up te the present and 
future generations as worthy of enshrine- 
ment in the hearts of a grateful people as 
long as humanity itself endures. Con- 
gress may vote for the Lincoln monument 
in full confidence that it will be sustained 
by the popular vote, with hardly a dissen- 
tient voice from either the North or the 
South. In case the proposition should be 
adopted the commission must see to it that 
the best available talent, is employed on the 
work. There not only should be no 
**botch,” but no mediocrity. The people 
‘ought to have.a statue in which they can 


take just pride as a work of high art, fit- 


tingly representing the man to whose mem- 
ory it is erected. 


CENTRAL LABOR UNION DEMAGOGUES. 

The Central Labor Unon of New York 
City at a recent meeting resolved to pro- 
test against the appropriation of $88,;000,- 
000 by Congress for coast defenses, pro- 
vided for by the bill pending in the Senate, 
and decided to hold a mass-meeting to sive 
further emphasis to the protest. 
discussion’ which followed the offering of 
the resolution it was claimed by some that 
the bill meant a great standing army, and 
that the coast defense “ is only part of a 
plan in the interests of capitalists, to be 
followed by the establishment of a militia 
that will be called out to repress strikes 
and’ put down the honest efforts of work- 
ing people to better themselves.” 

There is apparent reason to believe that 
this resolution was forced through the 
labor Union by a clique of unpatriotic 
agitators, and that it was voted for by their 


ignorant dupes, who followed their leaders - 
blindly, as they alwaysdo. To assume that 


In the. 


Plasterers’ Union, who sensibly said: 

Nothing is to be gained by such wild exaggera- 
tions as the militia is organized for the purpose 
of shooting down workingmen. When the militia 
is called out during strikes it is when wrecking 
and destruction of property are engaged in. Peo- 
ple have a right to strike, but when they become 
rioters they deserve to be treated as such. To 
ascribe all the ills of the workingmen to the capl- 
talistic system does no good. Workingmen have 
many grievances, but nothing is to be gained by 
distorting the truth. 

In regard to the 4 os appropriate money 
for coast defenses, Delegate McDermott 
said: 

I believe that every patriotic man who looksat 
it in‘an unprejudiced manner will approve of the 
measure. Why should America be unprotected, 
while other countries are arming? If England 
were to come over now with her warships she 
could blow all our forts to pieces. We are nota 
grasping country, but nobody except a madman 
or one blinded by prejudice would think that we 
should not be prepared for a possible invasion. 

Mr. McDermott, the plasterer, is right, 
and it is a thousand pities that all other 
workingmen are not as sensible and clear- 
headed as he. The leaders of the Central 
Labor Union of New York who raised these 
false and fantastic objections are unpatri- 
otic and anarchistic fellows. They care 
nothing for the awful damage that could 
be done to our seaboard and lake cities by 
the fleet of an enemy. They most likely 
would rejoice to see them destroyed, as it 
would be an injury to the capitalists and 
ruin the very employers of these silly fel- 
lows who oppose protecting American cit- 
ies from the guns of a foreign foe. The 
walking delegates of the Central Labor 
Union are unpatriotic and un-American.

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AUTHORS AS PUBLISHERS. 
A new phase of the time-honored war be- 


| tween the author and the publisher is ap- 


parently at hand. Some 200 members of 


\ the American Authors’ League met in New 


ork last week and announced the forma- 

tidn of a stock company called the Associ- 
ated\ Authors’ Publishing company, whose 
motto \might be, interpreted as, “ Every 
author his own publisher.” 

At last the down-trodden author, despised 
and rejected of publishers, is to be freed 
from his thralldom. No longer will his 
cherished manuscript be buffeted from pillar 
to post, flouted by skeptical publishers, and 
sent back to waste its wisdom and wit on 
the musty air of a bureau-drawer. The 
publications of the new company are to be 
“limited to the approved works of its stock- 
holders,” but that word “ approved ” sug- 
gests possibilities. Why dwell upon the 
dark side, however? Evenif his associates 
should prove so unkind as to withhold ap- 
proval the author is to have leave to print—- 
at his own expense. 

Robert Buchanan has recently followed 
Mark Twein'’s example and become his own 
publisher, ‘“‘ The ordinary publisher,” he 
declares, “is a barnacle on the bottom of 
the ship of literature, yet presumes to crit- 
icise the quality of the cargo in the hold.” 
This is evidently the view taken by the 
American authors who have determined to 
become their own codperative publishers. 
They mean to be their own barnacles. 

With such good names at its head as 
those of Gen. James Grant Wilson, Mr. 
Frank R. Lawrence, the Hon. David Banks 
Sickles, Mr. Cortlandt S. Van Rensselaer, 
Mr. John Elderkin, and the like, the new 
mutual conce#h cannot fail to inspire hope 
and confidence. And yet—and yet—but let 
it pass. It was only a fleeting spasm of 
pity for the book reviewers of the world, 
after every would-be author becomes a 
de facto author. But the reviewer needs 
no pity. Death will soon set him free. 

After all; perhaps, the motto of this ex- 
cellent company should be * Aprés moi le 
déluge.”” Again, perhaps not. For, with- 
out pretending to defend the alleged pub- 
lishers’ trust, which the mute, inglorious 
authors consider so odious, it may yet be 
doubted whether the floodgates of the great 
unpublished are to be tlung wide open eren 
by the Associated Authors’ Publishing com- 
pany. It will still cost from $300 to $3,000 
to print a book, and somebody will still 
have to take the risk—as the public won’t— 
and be anathematized in consequence. 

Seriously, THe TrisBuNE wishes well to 
the Associated Authors’ Publishing com- 
pany. May its author-stockholders learn 
how it feels to be a publisher, and may its 
name become as great as that of the Asso- 
ciated Press. 
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FREE SILVER ABSURDITIES. 

Some ill-informed person has DUTIES. 
misinformation about the free silver ques- 
tion to the readers of the New York Trib- 
une, in the absence of its eflitor. The fol- 
lowing appeared in its issue of Feb. 
under the editorial caption of “* The Fact 
About Silver Coinage ”’ 

Only since 1873 has silver gradually declined in 
price, owing mainly to the enormous increase of 
production, so that it is altogether more profitable 
to manufacture even into subsidiary coins than to 
export. If the silver agitators could have their 
way the producers would get for every ounce taken 
from the mines nearly twice as much by coining 
it inte dollars as they can get by exporting the 
bullion. 

To let the free silver agitators have their 


way would not result in giving the pro- 
ducers nearly twice the bullion value of 
their silver, and few of the agitators ex- 
pect it. If it were true, as asserted by this 
unrefiecting writer, that the coinage of 
371% grains of silver into'a dollar would 
make it worth nearly twice as much as be- 
fore, elevating it to the buying. power pos- 
sessed by 23.22 grains of gold, then nearly 
every one would beforfreecoinage. If such 
silver dollars would be worth 100 cents in 
gold, whéle the bullion they contained was 
worth little more than 50 cents in all parts 
of the worldy most people would favor the 
change. If the absurd writer on the New 
York Tribune really believes this he ought 
to explain’ why it is that the 377.05 grains 


of silver that are coined into a Mexican. 
- legal tender silver dollar have a buying 


power little more than half as great as the 
dollar of gold, or state how he came to ig- 


nore that fact when he says that the silver 


miners of the United States would get near- 
ly twice as much as now for their product if 
the silver agitators had their way. 

If it were known by the public that a law 
wag about to pass Congress or that at the 
end of a given time a law would pass au- 
thorizing what the free silver agitators are 
clamoring for, all the gold money would dis- 
appear from circulation like a flash. All the 
silver dollars and the paper currency would 
drop to a discount of 8 or 10 per cent within 


a week, and the tumble would continue : 


from day to day, until the silver dollars 
would speedily be worth no more in gold 
than the selling value of the silver bullion 
of which they are composed, as is the case | 
in Mexico, The bullion value of the silver 
dollar of the United States now is but a 
trifle more than 54 cents. It soon would be 
worth much less than that under the pros- 
pect of a huge increase in the production of 
silver if free coinage at 16 to 1 were re- 
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tators who have any sense are well aware 
that such would be the result, and they agi- 
tate for free coinage in the expectativn it 
would bring about just that state of things. 

Some of the silver miners of the Mountain 
States think the 16 to 1 free silver decline 


_would not be sudden but gradual, and that 


before the collapse to the bullion value oc- 
curred they could sell out their mines, the 
lean as well-as the fat ones, thus rakiug in 


fortunes and retiring from the business 


with pockets full of gold. That is the pow- 
erful incentive which urges them to agitate 
in and out of Congress for the passage of a 
bill authorizing the free coinage of silver at 
whatthey know would be an impracticable 
ratio. They have no idea of being able to 
get double the bullion value of their silver 
by sending it to the mint; and Mr. Reid, the 
editor of the New York Tribune, should see 
to it that no more such nonsense finds ex- 
pression on its editorial page. 
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FOOTBALL IN FEBRUARY. 

Oxford and Cambridge played their an- 
nual game of football on Kensington Oval 
on Washington’s birthday. Julian Ralph 
tells the readers of THe TrrsBune the vic- 
tory of Oxford was celebrated by the under- 
graduates in the time-honored style made 
familiar to this country by the Yale-Prince- 
ton contests on Thanksgiving days in New 
York. Bands of hilarious students roamed 
the streets and rioted at the theaters. 

Football, in recent years, has taken a 
strong held upon the affections of Américan 
college students, and perhaps now is as 
universal among the schools of this country 
as it has long been in England. Happily, 
however, there are no college football 
games in the United States in midwinter, 
except a sporadic one or two on the Pacific 
coast, where the climate is more congenial 
to outdoor midwinter sports. It is not the 
weather, however, which furnishes the 
strongest argument against February 
football, 

The habit of winding up the American 
season of collegiate football has its origin 
probably in the custom of years’ standing, 
of playing the most important or final cham- 
pionship games on Thanksgiving day, the 
nearest holiday before Christmas. After 
that the interest wanes naturally. 

It has come about that the season closes 
in a blaze of glory on Thanksgiving day by 
general consent. The English universities 
postpone their great game of the year until 
months later, and we cannot believe with 
beneficial results. 

The tendency of college sports to take the 
time ‘and interest of students away from 
more legitimate college work is a eonstant 


menace to the scholarship and utility of © 


big schools, and needs strong curbing to 
keep in bounds. This is an easier task with 
the President of Harvard, however, than 
with the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford. While 
the football season ends with Thanksgiving 
day and the baseball and rowing seasons 
scarcely begin until well along in the spring, 
it is possible during the winter interregnum 
to inject some vim and health into the reg- 
ular school work. 

The candidates for numbers in the col- 
lege boat -may take to the tank in spare 
hours in January, and condition themselves 
for the harder work to come, but the 
whole student body is not wrought up to 
excitement incompatible with serious pur- 
suits. 

Potent reasons ‘ against international

“ PRESERVING WITHOUT ICE. 

It is reported contracts have been made 
for the use of sterilized air in the trans- 
portation of meats, fruits, etc., and it is ex- 
pected this sill obviate the need for the 
employment of ice in the shipment of per- 
ishable food products. The new process 
will be operated on a line of fruit steamers 
plying from New Orleans to other ports, 
and it is also intended to use it in the trade 
between Australia and the British Isles if 
warranted by the success attained in the 
other trials. 

Theoretically the idea is a good one. Its 
practical value must be determined by 
comparative cost as well as by actual ef- 
ficiency. The process of decomposition in. 
meats is akin to fermentation, and results 
from the multiplication of minute germs. 
These are contributed by the atmosphere, 
which is charged with microscopic entities 
working for the disintegration of organic 
substances. The breaking up of the more 


complex organic compounds into simpler 


ones largely depends upon temperature and 
the presence of sufficient moisture. The 
first has been kept down by artificial refrig- 
eration to a point below the inferior limit 
of the range of temperature within which 


+ decomposition usually occurs. 


The salting of meats has long been in use 
for checking the process of decomposition. 
Recently the air has been excluded by a 
coating of material impervious to it. Borax 
is the latest of these appliances, and is 
claimed to be the best, being not only ef- 
fective in excluding the air, but having 
only a mechanical aetion and being easily 
removed. Large quantities of meats coated 
with borax have been shipped from the 
United States to Europe in the last few 
years, and the material has the advantage 
of cheapness. The sterilized air process, 
by which the unwelcome germs are to be ex- 
cluded. from the air surrounding the food 
products, will have to compete with this 
mode of preservation. Perhaps it will be 
found superior for some kinds of food, and 
may be relatively cheap for use in countries 
where borax is dear. The value of the new 
process, however, will depend upon the 
completeness with which unsterilized air 
is kept out of the vessels, as a small — 
of it is sufficient to vitiate the contents. .

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In HENRY IRVING'S “ King Arthur” 
must have been to most of those who 
saw it a physical disappointment. The 
audience looked through the dim light 

of the prologue for some mighty warrior— 
with honors yet to gain, it is true, bit in 
stature and symmetry of person the future 
ruler of *‘ the goodliest array of knights the 
world hath séen, himself the knightliest and 
goodliest of all.” Instead there appeared a 
second Dante, somewhat bowed witn age, 
with shaven face and hawklike features, 
seemingly a monarch in wisdom, not in 
deeds. , 

How far this falls short of the Popular idea 
of Arthur is not far to seek. This king of

Miss Terry’s versatility was given ample 
scope. Love in all its forms, anger, peni- 
tence, and its concomitant, patience under 
affiiction, hatred, scorn, jealousy,’ grief, 
fear, both physical and moral, piety—the 
entire gamut of human feeling and human 
passions was sounded, and without dis- 
cord. Noteworthy were her receptions/of 
Elaine alive in the first and Elaine dead 
in the third act. In the former guilt had 
not yet sunk its talons on her heart, and 
she was able to be sincere; in the latter she 
gave way to an unsought eonfession of ill- 
doing, impelled by an irresistible impulse 
to right a wrong, however wrongfully. 

Her compete abandonment to remorse, 
and sudden recall of every good intention 
upon Lancelot’s renewed declaration of 
love, immediately before the announcement 
of Elaine’s death, was a perfect piece of 
self-surrender to dramatic requirements. 
So, too, was her bearing in successive 
moments to Dagonet and to Mordred in the 
prison #®ene. In wholly different vein, as 
illustrating, not a contrast, but an har- 
monious development of emotion, was the 
Guinevere a-Maying in the second act, 
where the tragedy was turned for a time 
into a scene of woodland beauty, and the 
current of epic fate interrupted by the one 
idyl of the play, only to come back with re- 
newed vigor into the unconquerable streain 
at, its close.

Had Sir Henry Irving a doubtful reputa- 
tion as a stage manager, did his personality 
permeate less thoroughly the characters of 
the play, it would be unfair-to hold him re- 
sponsible for the appearance of Mr. Ben 
Webster's ‘‘ Lancelot.” And yet his acting 
was so-~good that his only fault lay in his 
great personal attractiveness. When as 
King Arthur Sir Henry saw fit to ferego 
all the adventitious aids which might have 
given him greater physical beauty it was 
unfair in a drama of purely intellectual in- 
terest’ to permit something so much lower 
in plane to interrupt the flow of thought. 
With all the faults mentioned the episodic 
arrangement of the tragedy is entirely ade- 
quate to account at any moment for its 
development, and its ethical purpose would 
have been more clearly. subserved had the 
King been as superior in appearance as in 
mind and morals to his best-loved subject. 

It is widely different with Mr. Frank Coop- 
er’s “ Mordred.’”’ His was the villain’s part 
and vice is notoriously well appearing. He 
was larger than his royal master, younger 
and fairer to look upon by dramatic right. 
His ability was abundantly shown as a per- 
fect foil to the other’s virtues. It had been 
wiser, too, to have permitted his downfall to 
be- seen of the audience. Had he been 
stricken down at the moment of his success 
by Lancelot, and the impossibility of the lat- 
ter’s reconciliation to Guinevere with rivers 
of blood and the downfall of a mighty king- 
dom between them been made apparent ina 
final stage scene as the King’s body was 
borne to the barge made ready by the three 
Queens of Avalon, a question improperly left 
unsettled could not be raised. This, indeed, 
seems to be the crowning weakness of the 
play in the sense of pure Nterature.

The *“* Morgan le Fay "’ of Miss Mary Rorke 
was a work of rare skill. There were so 
many opportunities for the loss of self-re- 
straint, so strong a series of temptations for 
the raising of the voice and the waving of 
the hands, that her quiet self-repression is 
worthy of praise. There was a consequent 
gain in-intensity which constituted a direct 
appeal to the intelligence of her hearers. 

Miss Julia Arthur had a part all too small 
for the abilities she is understood to have 
displayed in England. Her “ Elaine” was 
well done, but there’ was Iittle to do. It 
seems difficult to belleve, however, that it 
was needful for a “ Lily Maid” to wear a 
black wig, even to bring out the pallor conse- 
quent upon a repining and rejected love. 
But she was graceful and very fair to look 
upon. . 

Mr. Martin Harvey’s Dagonet accom- 
plished a feat of rare difficulty, besides giving 
a Shakspeareap flavor to the part of the fool. 
The stage directions for his entrance upon 
the woodland scene in the second act oblige 
him to be “‘ trembling With mock fear.’”’ It 
is not easy to give a natural appearance to 
deception which feigns a simulation. He 
obeyed more skillfully than the directions 
were given. 

Merlin, as portrayed by Mr. Sydney Val- 
entine, was the *“‘ mage of a hundred win- 
ters,’’ so faras a manmaybe. His part was 
limited almost entirely to the rhythmical 
chanting of prophecies, so far as the verses 
permitted of rhythm. One of them certainly 
halted—with congenital weakness, not years. 

The minor parts were uniformly well sus- 
tained.

Some lines in the play require correction, 
particularly those in which the “‘ yous ”’ and 
“thous” are needlessly confused. The 
Queen is permitted to display her Celtic 
origin in saying that she recognized Merlin’s 
face in the wood, ** but so old and worn she 
knew it not.” Twice it thunders in Lance- 
lot's ears—good, realistic thunder. Once he 
asks, “‘What cry was that?’ and again, 
‘““What sound was that? This requires 
better words or poorer thunder. ‘“‘I havea 
thought-to think "’ can certainly be improved. 

A worse fault is the insistent appeal tothe 
galleries—not necessarily in this country — 
made by repeated references to England's 
greatness. The play as a whole is too digni- 
fled and important to require any splitting 
of the ears of groundlings. It has for every 
situation criticised adversely a _e score 
of admirable ones. With the excep- 
tions noted it sweeps grandly on 
with true Hellenic insistence from _ the 
opening to the close. Most of its lyrics fair- 
ly sing themselves. There is, moreover, in 
the lines themselves a _ certain use of 
‘‘ motifs "’ of a value in literature not less 
than those of Wagnerin music. Merlin’s ap- 
pearance is the chief of these, and what 
might have been an interruption is turned 
cleverly into a step forward in the develop- 
ment of the history. Some verses are the 
purest poetry:

Sir Arthur Sullivan’s music is subdued, 
indicating that churchly idea of harmony 
which creeps into his comic operas at times.

Columbia—Henry Irving. 

Notwithstanding the great and continuous 
success which has attended the production 
of J. Comyns Carr’s “ King Arthur” by 
Henry Irving, Miss Ellen Terry, and their 
colleagues of the London Lyceum company 
at the Columbia Theater it can have only 
two more -representations—Monday and 
Tuesday nights. Doubtless, if the manage- 
ment’ sought its own convenience (and com- 
fort) solely “King Arthur” could readily 
and prosperously be continued all the coming 
week, but Sir Henry Irving desires to comply 
with many emphatically expressed wishes 
that the most and best of his this season's 
repertory should be given during his sojourn 
here, and to that end several plays are ta 
be given for his second week at the Columbia.

The X Ray Not the Only Ourious 
Thing Discovered by Pry- 
ing Scientists. 


HIESE are the days of advance, when 

science, tired of wasting time on rudi- 

mentary tales and antique stone axes, 

has come at a bound Into the present, 
and has accomplished results which to say 
the least are exceedingly wonderful. Atany 
rate, science says that these results have been 
accomplished or are on the eve of accom- 
plishment. If’all may be believed, the mil- 
lennium is close at hand. The night is not far 
off when, even in New Jersey, people may sit 
on unprotected porches and cast looks of 
scorn at any chance mosquito, for it will be 
the last survivor of a vanished race, and ex- 
cept in armies mosquitoes are not to be 
dreaded. Duplicity will vanish, for all men’s 
thoughts will be as openastheday. Noman 
will have a secret, for the inner recesses of 
his strong box may be photographed at 
pleasure. No one will be sick, for at the ap- 
proach of the first symptom he will go forth 
and sit under an electric light until well. 
And Methuselah will have rivals too many to 
count, for life will be indefinitely prolonged, 
All this is about to take place, say the scli- 
entists. 

The Entomological Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has just issued a cir- 
cular dealing with mosquitoes. It tells how 
to catch them at the fountain head and .nip 
them in the bud. It takes hold before they 
are mosquitoes; when they are larve, living 
under the surface of the water and coming 
up now and then to take a breath of air. 
The directions are short and pointed: * Put 
kerosene on the surface of the water.”

much larger and more complete proportions. 
The value of the discovery cannot yet he 
fully fathomed, but the doctor expects ere 
long to read the mind like an apen book.

At least, 
they now know what a birthday is like, 
ded, though they will have to wait until their 
12th year to have another, it fs not the same 
as going for eight whole years without an 
idea as to how it feels to get out of bed on 
a birthday morning. The others, the new 
ones, whom evil mischance has tossed into 
the world on Feb. 29, ’06, will know noth- 
ing about it until they have nearly outgrown 
its delights. Some may die before they have 
reached that eventful eighth year, and so 
will go down to their graves without know- 
ing the glory of a legitimate arinual cele- 
bration of their birth. Of the most long- 
lived among them it is safe to say that more 
than three-quarters of their lives will be 
passed without enjoying this happy experi- 
ence.

N this, her new novel, “ A Lady of Qual- 
ity,”” Mrs. Burnett has returned to her 
older and better manner. Here we find 
the author of “‘ That Lass o’ Lowrie’s,” 

and I for one in reading it am glad to forget 
the author of that popular but very senti- 
mental story, “ Little Lord Fauntleroy.” I 
will not go so far as to say that “A Lady of 
Quality ” is better than “That Lass 0’ 
Lowrie’s,” but I will say that it is as good, 
and that is high praiseindeed. It is decided- 
ly the best story that Mrs. Burnett has writ- 
ten since “‘ The Lass,” and is marked by the 
same virility that made that story a literary 
sensation of the better sort at the time of its 
publication. ‘ 
Lady of Quality,” which will be pub- 
shed by the Messrs. Scribner during the 
coming weck, is in an entirely new vein for 
Mrs. Burnett. It might almost have been 
written by Capt. Maryatt! The stene is 
Jaid in England and the action takes place 
at the end of the seventeenth century, but 
the néwest. of “‘new women” might envy 
the independence of Clorinda Wildairs. 
Mrs. Burnett in writing of the seventeenth 
century uses language that was more com- 
mon in those days than it is in ours. She 


does not mince matters, but calls a spade a 
spade. There will be many who will object | 


to this ory on account of its coarseness. 
It is coarse if you will, but-at the same time 
it is not vulgar. Perhaps instead of coarse 
I should say rough, for coarse is the word t6 
use in describing the unutterable ‘* Jude.”’ 
There is nothing of the fleshly coarseness 
of Mr. Hardy’s latest wcrk in ‘‘A Lady of 
Quality.” The language is rough and often 


_ profane, but it is quite in Keeping with the 


times of which Mrs. Burnett is writing. 
But setting all this aside, the story is one of 
the most original and vigorbus that I have 
read in many along day. Clorinda Wildairs 


is a character that will live, for while she is. 


the creation of the author's fancy, she is 
Vv human and of real flesh and blvuod. 

The story of Clorinda’s birth and the death 
of her unhappy mother is a touching one 
and leaves a picture on the reader's mind 
that will not eagily be forgotten. In Clo- 
rinda Mrs. Burnett has drawn an original 
character and one that is negt disappointing 
in that she is consistent. I do not propose 
to tell the plot of this story, for that would 
not be fair to the reader or ta the author, but 
I shall quote enough from it to give a good 


_ fdea of its quality. 


Lady Wildairs died in giving birth to Clo- 
rinda. ,She had already presented her hus- 
band, the roistering Sir Jeoffry, with eight 
daughters, all of whom had died save two, 
when Clorinda, the ninth, was’ born.

would stand “ with their telescopes glued 
to their eyes’”’ wildly anxious to discover 
the reason for such conduct on the part of 
the brown old world. The little stars would 
stop singing together long enough to take 
a good look at the strange phenomenon, and 
the man in the moon would lift the drooped 
lid of his left eye and gaze with horrer on 
the scene. 

For before them would be a light stronger 
than it is likely man will ever make, a light 
that man would not know what to do with 
if he did make it. It would be over 200,000,000 
candle-power in strength. A blinding fame 
fully a half-mile wide.

The light-house 
at Houstholm, the greatest in the world, has 
a light with a candle-power of 2,(%%).000, 
It can be seen at a distance of 1). miles. 
The light on the Auditorium, with 200,000,000 
candle-power, might be seen 10,000 miles if 
it were properly elevated. Hung in the 
heavens it would look like a star, a comet. 

ae Candle-Power of Lights. 

| A fair idea of the immense illuminating 
power of the lights of Chicago may be ob- 
tained by figures, though it is a difficult 
thing to get any close cdlculation of their 
candle-power. 

They come from many sources, and they 
cannot all be taken cognizance of.

The street lamps operated by gas, gasoline, 
and oil are 46,805. in number, each with a 
candle-power of 25.

American Journal of Sociology, ot 
which advance sheets are at hand. ‘ The 
modern family, she says, has dropped the 
man who made its shoes, the woman who 
spun its clothes, and, to a large extent, the 
woman who washes them, but it stoutly re- 
fuses to drop the woman who cooks its food; 
it strangely insists that to do that would be 
to destroy family life. The cook is uncom- 
fortable; the family is uncomfortable; but 
it will not drop her as her fellow-workers 
have been dropped, although the cook her- 
sclf insists upon it.’’ * 

Isolation is the greatest of the evils suf- 
fered by the modern servant girl, in Miss 
Addams’ belief, and the natural results of 
isolation are discontent, inability to learn 
improved methods, and a survival of the 
most unfit. *‘ The selfishness of a modern 
mistress, who in her narrow social ethics, 
insists that those who minister to the com- 
forts of her family shall minister to it alone, 
that they shall not only be celibate, but 
shall be cut off more or less from their nat- 
ural social ties, excludes the best working 
peovle from héf service.’” 

Miss Addams stoutly champions the serv- 
ants, and tells the aggrieved housewife that 
she is fighting human nature arid the gre- 
‘garious tendency of the times, She finds it 
entirely reasonable that almost al! girls 
should prefer to work eight hours a day in 
a factory at $4 a week, with an ultimate 
prospect of $10)and the daily society of her 
companions, rather than work in a lonely 


kitchen twelve hours a day for $4 a week |

Miss Addams makes the point that family 
ties hold women very strongly, and that the 
factory life allows these to be maintained, 
while the girl who becomes a household 
servant has to break them. _ 

“She is isolated from the people with 


quaintance. A woman who has worked in 
households for twenty years told me that 
when she was a young and pretty nurse 
girl the only young men who ‘ paid her at- 
tention’ were coachmen and unskilled la- 
borers. The skill in the trades of her suit- 
ors increased as her position in the house- 
hold increased in dignity. .When she was a 
housekeeper, 40 years old, skilled mecRenics 
appeared, one of whom she married. Wom- 
en seeking employment understand per- 
fectly well this feeling, quite unjustifiable, I 
am willing to admit, among mechanics, and 
it acts as a strong inducement towards 
factory labor. . 
Factory Girls’ Advantages. 

“T have long ceased to apologize for the 
views and opinions of working people,” 
continues Miss Addams. ‘‘I am quite sure 
that on the whole they are just about as 
wise and just about as foolish as the views 
and opinions of other people, but that this 
particularly foolish opinion of young me- 
chanics is widely shared by the employing 
class can be easily demonstrated. The con- 
trast is further accentuated by the better 
social position of the factory girl, and the 
advantages provided for her in the way of 
lunch clubs, social clubs, and vacation 
homes, from which girls performing house- 
hold labor are practically excluded by their 
hours of work, their geographical situa- 
tion, and a curious feeling that they are not 
as interesting as factory girls. 

**It is not the object of this paper to sug- 
gest remedies; but if the premise in regard 
to the isolation of the household employé fis 
well taken, and if the position can be sus- 
tained that this isolation proves the deter- 
mining factor in the situation, then cer- 
tainly an effort should be made to remedy 
this, at least in its domestic and social as- 
pects. To allow household employés to live 


with their own families and among their: 


own friends, as factory employés now do, 
would be to relegate more production to 


ory system, and to secure shorter hours for 
that which remains to be done in the house- 
hold. 

“It might be possible that the employer 
of household labor would have to go back, 
at least during the period of transition, to 
the original office of * lady,’ that of ‘ bread- 
giving’ to her household. It might be nec- 
essary for her to receive the prepared food 
and drink and serve it herself to her family 
and guests, but truly that is no hardship,
